Air France Jetliner Lost at Sea 


Plane vanishes after encountering storm, 228 feared dead 


SAG PAULO I An Air France jet carrying 228 
people from Rio de Janeiro to Paris ran 
into a towering wall of thunderstorms and 
disappeared over the Atlantic Ocean Mon- 
day. French President Nicolas Sarkozy told 
families of those aboard that “prospects of 
finding survivors are very small.” 

The area where the plane could have 
gone down is vast, in the middle of very 
deep Atlantic Ocean waters between Bra- 


zil and the coast of Africa. Brazil’s military 
searched for it off its northeast coast, while 
the French military scoured the ocean near 
the Cape Verde Islands off the West Afri- 
can coast. 

Chief Air France spokesman Francois 
Brousse said “it is possible” the plane was hit 
by lightning, but aviation experts expressed 
doubt that a bolt of lightning was enough 
to bring the plane down. 


Sarkozy said “it will be very difficult” to 
find the plane because the zone where it is 
believed to have disappeared “is immense.” 
He said France has asked for U.S. satellite 
help to locate the plane. 

If all 228 on board were killed, it would be 
the world’s deadliest commercial airline disas- 
ter since 2001. Sarkozy, speaking at Paris’ 
Charles de Gaulle airport, said the cause is 
unclear and that “no hypothesis” is being 
excluded. He called it “a catastrophe like Air 
France has never before known.” (ap)

Bankruptcy presents 
automaker a ehanee 
to shed past mistakes 

DETROIT I General Motors’ bank- 
ruptcy filing will do what its 
past chief executives could not 
— cleanse the century-old com- 
pany of burdensome labor costs, 
unprofitable old factories and a 
boatload of debt. 

The price was one that no GM 
chief was willing to pay until now. 
The slimmed-down company will 
be award of the U.S. government, 
60 percent owned by taxpayers, 
with half of its eight brands just 
memories. 

Industry analysts, GM execu- 
tives and President Obama say 
GM now has the cost structure to 
compete in the global market. The 
company says it can make money 
even if U.S. auto sales stay weak. 

First, though, GM needs peo- 
ple to start buying vehicles again. 
Worldwide sales are around his- 
toric lows. And GM has to convince 
buyers that its cars are as good as 
those made by the Japanese. 

Any recovery for GM is predi- 
cated on selling cars that people 
want to buy. Bob Lutz, a GM vice 
chairman who is retiring at the 
end of the year, maintains that the 
automaker sold hundreds of thou- 


sands of trucks and SUVs because 
that’s what Americans wanted 
when gasoline was cheap. 

The Obama administra- 
tion wants a smaller, more effi- 
cient fleet. Yet if gasoline stays 
cheap, and SUV and pickup sales 
rebound, that would be opposed 
to the administration’s goals. The 
administration says it will not 
meddle in GM’s products. 

“What I am not doing, what I 
have no interest in doing, is run- 


ning GM,” Obama said Monday. 

Some analysts say it may not 
be so clear-cut. Michael Robinet, 
vice president of CSM Worldwide, 
is concerned that the government 
and the UAW could become too 
involved in GM’s daily affairs. 

“The decision-making matrix 
is very muddy,” he said. “Will the 
union and/or the government 
step aside and let the decisions be 
made? That remains to be seen.”

THE EFFECTS 

The bankruptcy will have wide- 
reaching ramifications: 

FOR CONSUMERS; President 
Obama promised that warranties 
will be honored. GM’s former financ- 
ing arm, GMAC, is still available. In 
the long run, GM will likely sell more 
smaller, fuel-efficient cars. 

FOR WORKERS; Last week, work- 
ers agreed to wage freezes and 
other cuts, saving GM at least 
$1.2 billion per year, along with a 
17.5 percent stake in the new com- 
pany, but this is on top of closures. 
FOR SUPPLIERS; Parts suppliers 
such as Delphi, already suffering 
from lower volume, will likely suffer 
more under the bankruptcy. 

FOR DEALERS; GM said it would 
not renew 1,100 dealership con- 
tracts, or one in five, though this is 
not final. The bankruptcy frees GM 
to break contracts, (ap)

Police probe history 
of man arrested after 
abortion doc’s killing 

WICHITA, KAN. I A man suspected 
of fatally shooting abortion doc- 
tor George Tiller in church was in 
jail Monday while investigators 
sought to learn more about his 
background, including his pos- 
sible connections to anti-abor- 
tion groups. 

Tiller, 67, was serving as an 
usher during morning services 
Sunday when he was shot in the 
foyer of Reformation Lutheran 
Church, police said. The gunman 
fired one shot at Tiller and threat- 
ened two other people who tried 
to stop him. 

The suspect, identified by one 
law enforcement agency as Scott 
Roeder, was taken into custody in 
a Kansas City suburb about three 
hours after the shooting. 

Sedgwick County District 
Attorney Nola Foulston indicat- 
ed that charges would not be filed 
Monday. Foulston noted that the 
state has 48 hours to charge any- 
one who is in custody and said she 


planned to take the full two days 
to decide. 

Also, a law enforcement official 
said investigators have searched 
two homes as part of the inqui- 
ry into Tiller’s killing. The offi- 
cial, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said the homes are 
in Merriam, Kan., and Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Roeder’s former wife, Lind- 


sey Roeder, said he had lived at a 
house in Merriam but moved out 
months ago and was currently liv- 
ing in the Westport area of Kansas 
City. His brother, David Roeder, 
told the Topeka Capital-Journal 
the family is “shocked, horrified 
and filled with sadness at the 
death of Dr. Tiller” and the pos- 
sible involvement of their relative.

Strict Rules Take 
Effect at Borders 


Passport or secure 
driver’s license now 
required for crossing 

HIDALGO, TEXAS I Motorists and 
pedestrians breezed through U.S. 
border crossings Monday, the first 
day that Americans returning from 
Mexico and Canada faced stricter 
identification requirements, offi- 
cials and travelers said. 

Travelers said they had no prob- 
lems or delays entering the coun- 
try in Texas, Vermont, Michigan, 
New York and Southern Califor- 
nia, and traffic was even light 
at the normally busy San Diego 
crossing. 

Until Monday, U.S. citizens 


could re-enter the country with 
various types of identification. 
Now, under the Western Hemi- 
sphere Travel Initiative, a pass- 
port, passport card or special 
secure driver’s license are among 
a handful of IDs that will be 
accepted. 

About 85 percent of the U.S. 
citizens filing through the crossing 
Monday carried a passport or other 
acceptable travel document, said 
Oscar Preciado, the port director 
for U.S. Customs and Border Pro- 
tection. Others were waved through 
after being handed a sheet of paper 
that said they were not complying 
with the new rules. 

“It’s a nonevent,” Preciado said.

W.Va. Senator Has Staph Infection 


WASHINGTON I Sen. Robert C. Byrd, 
who has served in the Senate lon- 
ger than anyone in history, has 
developed a staph infection that 
has prolonged his stay in a Wash- 
ington-area hospital. 

Byrd’s office said the West Vir- 
ginia Democrat, hospitalized more 
than two weeks ago for an earlier 
infection, was being treated with 
antibiotics and was responding 
well. Byrd, 91, has become increas- 
ingly frail in recent years and 


moves about in 
a wheelchair. 

He was first 
elected to the 
Senate in 1958 
and was re-elect- 
ed in 2006 for a 
record ninth six- 
year term. He is 
the Senate’s president pro tempore, 
a largely symbolic post reserved 
for the longest-serving member 
of the Senate, (ap) 



Byrd 
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Jet’s Disappearance a Mystery 


Multiple factors may 
have led Air France 
flight to malfunction 

BRUSSELS I The lightning and 
turbulence that may have hit an 
Air France jet flying from Rio de 
Janeiro to Paris Sunday night rare- 
ly cause plane crashes, analysts say. 
But they note that rough weath- 
er may have triggered a series of 
malfunctions that led to the dis- 
appearance of the jetliner. 

Chief Air France spokesman 
Francois Brousse suggested the 
plane could have been struck by 
lightning. But most experts say 
lightning doesn’t usually bring 
down a modern airliner, unless it 
coincides with other factors. 

“Planes are built with lightning 
strikes in mind and are struck rea- 
sonably frequently,” said Patrick 
Smith, a U.S. commercial pilot 
and aviation writer. 

Aviation safety statistics indi- 
cate that each large passenger jet 
— such as the Airbus A 330 , which 
was used for the missing Flight 
447 — is struck by lightning about 
once every three years. 

Several hours after taking off 
and flying over the mid-Atlantic, 
the pilots of the Air France Air- 
bus reported that the plane had 
encountered an area of intense

cumulonimbus activity, part of the 
massive thunderstorms that regu- 
larly batter the equatorial belt. 

To avoid structural damage, 
pilots use onboard radar to maneu- 
ver around the thunderheads, 
which are characterized by elec- 


trical discharges, hail and high 
winds. It is unclear whether Flight 
447’s pilots took action to try to 
avoid the area of turbulence. 

Although experts stressed it 
was too early to speculate about 
the causes of the disappearance, 
they said the incident was likely 
caused by various factors that led 
to a catastrophic chain of events. 

“It sounds like something that 
evolved into a problem, not some- 
thing that happened instantly,” 
said Bill Voss, president and CEO 
of Flight Safety Foundation, in 
Alexandria, Va.

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Pakistan Taliban 
Abduct Students 


Militants seize dozens 
leaving boys’ school 
in northwest region 

ISLAMABAD I Taliban militants 
ambushed a convoy of vehicles car- 
rying at least 400 students, staff 
and relatives from a boys’ school 
Monday, taking dozens — possibly 
hundreds — captive in northwest- 
ern Pakistan, officials said. 

Police were negotiating for the 
captives’ release after the brazen 
abduction — part of a string of 
militant actions in Pakistan’s tribal 
belt that the army thinks is partly 
aimed at distracting the military 
from its offensive against the Tali- 
ban in the Swat Valley. The mili- 
tants were said to be armed with 
rockets, grenades and automatic 
weapons. 

Details were still emerging 
early Tuesday about what exactly 
happened in North Waziristan. 
Originally, as many as 500 people 
were thought to have been abduct- 
ed, but about 200 students were 
later found to be safe. 

Police official Meer Sardar said 
the abduction occurred about 20 
miles from Razmak Cadet College.

The victims were leaving the school 
after they were warned to get out 
in a phone call from a man they 
thought was a political official, 
Sardar said, citing accounts from 
a group of 17 who escaped. 

About 30 buses, cars and other 
vehicles were carrying the students, 
staff and others when they were 
stopped by gunmen in their own 
vehicles, said a school employee who 
was among those who escaped. 

Around midnight, Javed Alam, 
a school vice principal, said about 
200 of the students who had appar- 
ently evaded capture were found 
at their homes. The principal was

Montgomery proposal 
to let teens use phones 
at school faces battle 

Juan Hendrix, an earth science 
teacher at John F, Kennedy High 
School in Silver Spring, knows that 
when it comes to cell phone use in 
schools, looks can deceive. “A class- 
room can appear quiet and orderly, 
but it may be abuzz with chatter,” 
Hendrix said. 

Text messaging has spawned 
an era of uninterrupted contact 
among friends, especially young 
people. Students often tap out silent 
conversations beneath their desks, 
even though most Washington- 
area public schools forbid them to 



use cell phones on campus during 
school hours. 

Some teachers fear 
that once students 
are allowed to turn 
their phones on, 
they will never turn 
them off.

D.C. tax scam artist 
claims low self-esteem 
fueled big gift-giving 

Harriette Walters, the mastermind 
of the D.C. tax scandal, considered 
herself a “benefactor” as she doled 
out thousands of dollars to co-work- 
ers and friends over two decades 
in a scheme that siphoned nearly 
$50 million from the District gov- 
ernment trea- 
sury. 

Walters, 52, 
pleaded guilty 
last year to wire 
fraud, money 
laundering and 
other charges, 
and faces 15 to 18 
years in federal 
prison. 

In court papers filed Monday, 
her attorney offered an account 
of what lay behind her issuance of 
$48.1 million in fraudulent refund 
checks from 1989 through 2007. 
The lawyer, Steven Tabackman, 
wrote that Walters was influenced 
by alcohol and drug addictions. 

She also suffered undisclosed 
childhood traumas, a gambling 
problem, depression, obesity and low 
self-esteem, all of which contributed 
to her involvement in the scam.

For Federer, It’s 
Now or Never 

AS MUCH AS I hate to admit it, 
part of me smiled when Rafael 
Nadal lost at the French Open 
on Sunday. 

This wasn’t a typical root-for- 
the-underdog type of reaction, 
though, Nadal is, by far, the great- 
est clay court player of this genera- 
tion. His 31-match winning streak 
and four-straight Open champi- 
onships are awe-inspiring. 

Better yet, Nadal has such a 
flair that his dominance never 
became boring. The thing is, he has 
stood in the way of Roger Federer’s 
quest for a career Grand Slam, 


The door almost 
shut as quickly as it 
opened on Monday 
for Federer. 


Federer was boring, back when 
he was practically untouchable. 
Nadal changed that, not only at 
the French but also at Wimbledon

STANLEY CUP I Red Wings goalten- 
der Chris Osgood and general man- 
ager Ken Holland have known each 
other for more than two decades. 

If Osgood isn’t a Hall of Earner 
in another 20 years, Holland will 
be surprised. “He’s certainly mak- 
ing a case,” Holland said Monday. 
No doubt. 

Osgood helped Detroit beat 
the Pittsburgh Penguins 3-1 Sun- 
day night, taking a 2-0 lead in the 
Stanley Cup finals.

Federer Survives in 5-Set Thriller 



Roger Federer, who needed one of the biggest comebacks of his career to advance 
on Monday, is attempting to become the sixth man to win the career Grand Slam. 


With French crowd

TENNIS I When Roger Federer 
finally emerged from that red-clay 
hole he dug Monday he celebrated 
with a leap that sent him into the 
French Open quarterfinals and 
joined the roaring crowd with a 
scream of his own. 

Less than 24 hours after Rafa- 
el Nadal was eliminated, Federer 
averted another stunner by beat- 
ing Tommy Haas 6-7 (4), 5-7, 6-4, 
6 - 0 , 6 - 2 . 

The French Open is the only 
Grand Slam event Federer has 
yet to win. He has been beaten 
by Nadal at Roland Garros four 
years in a row, the past three times 
in the final. 

“It’s maybe a good sign,” Federer 
said. “It was a great battle for me. 


and I’m thrilled to be through and 
given another chance here.” 

He’ll next play No. 11-seeded 


Gael Monfils of France, who beat 
the darkness and eliminated a 
cranky Andy Roddick 6-4, 6-2, 


6-3. Roddick began to complain in 
the second set that he had trouble 
seeing the ball in the fading light, 
but officials denied his pleas for an 
overnight suspension, 

Roddick’s loss brought a sour 
end to his best showing at Roland 
Garros and left Serena Williams 
as the lone American remaining 
in singles. Williams reached the 
quarterfinals by beating Aleksan- 
dra Wozniak 6-1, 6-2. 

With the center- court crowd 
firmly in his corner, Federer 
mounted one of the biggest come- 
backs of his career. He won nine 
consecutive games to even the 
match, then swept the final five 
games. When he smacked a service 
winner on match point, the stoic 
Swiss’ demonstrative celebration 
reflected what’s at stake. 

“If he wins here, he’s proba- 
bly the greatest ever,” Haas said.

I am a 20-year-old male 
college student. I am so 
reserved when it comes to 
women.

- SOLUTIONS? 

It sounds like you’re caught in a 
cycle more vicious than a cruise 
ship stomach bug. The more pres- 
sure you put on yourself, the more 
anxious you’ll feel, the more shy 
and reserved you’ll be, and the 
fewer opportunities you’ll have to 
show the real you and meet some- 
one you’re compatible with. 
There are simple cognitive- 


behavioral techniques that can be 
found online to lessen your anxiety 
in the moment. But you could also 
benefit from counseling to deal with 
what sounds like a gaping hole in 
your self-esteem. Once you have just 
a few positive experiences, the con- 


fidence boost will open up a whole 
new world, allowing you to expand 
your dating possibilities and take 
the pressure off each interaction. 
This would lower your anxiety and 
start — forgive me — a vivacious 
cycle instead. 



When the Wife 
Causes Strife 

Q l am increasingly frustrat- 
ed and angry with my wife 
and am pondering divorce. 
Counselors have told me to be for- 
giving and understanding of the 
“little lady.” They pat me on the 
head and tell me to be a “good boy” 
and do the right thing. Yes, there 
are alternate therapies. But they 
cost money — and my wife has 
forced us into a financial hole from 
which it will be very hard to recov- 
er. I have encouraged her to see 
someone. But she always refus- 
es to or is not honest as to what is 
really happening with herself. It’s 
coming to a point that I feel that 
I am beginning to hate her. I stay 
for the sake of the kids’ safety and 
religious reasons. But I dread com- 
ing home. Yes, she takes a psycho- 
tropic drug, but it doesn’t seem to 
be helping. - deeply frustrated 

I’ve said a lot of things in therapy 
— Kevin Bacon even came up once 


— but I’ve never uttered the phrase 
“little lady.” So, first. I’d urge you 
to try additional, better therapy 
options. And I’m unclear as to the 
nature of your wife’s exact issues, 
but they should be viewed as an ill- 
ness that needs proper treatment; 
just as you wouldn’t ignore a tumor, 
you shouldn’t stand by while a 
mental health problem isn’t being 
addressed satisfactorily. There are 
low-cost options for therapy and 
medication (check out your local 
community health center for refer- 
rals). Talk to whoever is prescribing 
her medication about additional 
treatments — she simply should 
not be on medication alone. 

This isn’t to say you have to stay 
in a loveless, destructive relation- 
ship, But for the sake of your fam- 
ily’s health, you need to try to help 
her get stabilized before making any 
big changes. Most of all, you deserve 
better support for yourself.

Most exercise class names explain 
what you’ll be doing. Instead, Equi- 
nox’s new “Skinny Jeans Workout” 
tells you what you’ll be getting. 
And that turns out to be a pretty 
powerful way to lure students.

What It’s Not

What It Is

Supplement Your Knowledge 



How to decipher 
the ingredients 
found in natural 
weight-loss items 

The makers of natural weight-loss 
products use a range of plant and 
animal extracts, vitamins and 
minerals that they promise will 
speed up metabolism, suppress 
appetite, make you feel full and 
convert fat into muscle. The labels 
rarely clarify the contents. Where 
details and dosages are provided 
at all, they are frequently present- 
ed as a mix of Latin plant names, 
trademarked monikers for a com- 
pany’s own mix of ingredients 
and, often, invented words that 
sound scientific but mean noth- 
ing to chemists or pharmacolo- 
gists. The following are among the 
ingredients most frequently used 
in these formulas. 

Caffeine 

Seldom acknowledged on the labels 
of dietary supplements promoted 
for weight loss, caffeine is almost 
uniformly their key ingredient. 
Its sources are many and varied: 
green tea extract, guarana, yerba 
mate and kola nut to name a few. In 
studies, high doses of caffeine have 
been shown to decrease appetite, 
but the effect doesn’t last long. 

“There is some evidence” that 
caffeine can contribute to tem- 


porary weight loss, says Barbara 
Corkey, an obesity researcher at 
Boston University who directs the 
Boston Obesity Nutrition Research 
Center. “What caffeine can do is 
stimulate lipolysis, the breakdown 
of lipids, and that should, in the- 


ory, have a beneficial effect. But 
in practice it’s useless: The body 
is very smart about compensat- 
ing for that.” 

Bitter Orange 

After the FDA banned the sale of 


ephedra and other products con- 
taining ephedrine in 2004, mar- 
keters of dietary supplements for 
weight loss widely proclaimed 
extracts from the peel of bitter 
orange (Citrus aurantium) “the 
next ephedra.” They might have

been more accurate than they 
intended. 

There is some evidence that, 
like ephedrine, it may cause slightly 
more weight loss than diet and exer- 
cise alone. But the National Insti- 
tutes of Health’s National Center 
for Complementary and Alterna- 
tive Medicine says there “have been 
reports of fainting, heart attack 
and stroke in healthy people after 
taking bitter orange supplements 
alone or combined with caffeine.” 
It adds, “There is currently little 
evidence that bitter orange is safer 
to use than ephedra.” 

Hydroxycitric Acid 

The ingredient from which the 
Hydroxycut name was drawn is 
a derivative of the Malabar tam- 
arind, or Garcinia cambogia. 
Used in traditional medicine to 
treat high cholesterol, it is touted 
as an agent that interferes with 
fat metabolism and possibly sup- 
presses appetite. Its prospects were 
considered sufficiently promising 
in the 1960s, so the pharmaceuti- 
cal giant Hoffman-LaRoche com- 
mitted significant funds to devel- 
op it as a possible weight-loss pill. 
The company dropped it, however, 
when rat studies showed that, at 
doses that appeared effective at 
reducing fat deposits, hydroxy- 
citrate caused “potent testicular 
atrophy and toxicity.” 

Hoodia 

A succulent plant native to the 
Kalahari Desert in Africa, hoodia 
(Hoodia gordonii) is chewed and 
eaten by San Bushmen to reduce 
their hunger and thirst during long 
hunts. This backstory has raised 
hoodia to mythic levels in the 
world of weight-loss supplement 
marketing. In a September 2004 
study published in Brain Research, 
scientists injected p57, thought to 
be the active ingredient in hoodia, 
into a region of rats’ brains thought 
to govern appetite. They found 
reduced activity there. 

lovate’s recall of Hydroxycut 
products, notably, did not include 
its hoodia formulation — an 
indication that the FDA has not 
found evidence of serious danger.

Get Toe-Tally Pain-Free 


The many causes 
of tootsy aches 
and how to get 
back on your feet 

The foot is an engineering marvel 
— 26 bones, 33 joints and more 
than 100 tendons, ligaments and 
muscles that support your body for 
a lifetime. Instead of coddling our 
feet, though, many of us make their 
difficult job even harder. Here are 
common aches and pains — and 
the best ways to keep feet healthy 
and strong, 

A Stiff Big Toe 

YOU COULD HAVE: OSTEOARTHRITIS 

Though experts don’t know how 


many people have OA of the big 
toe, they agree it’s more common 
as we age. “Because you push off the 
big toe with every step, it gets lots 
of wear and tear,” explains Erika 
Schwartz, DPM, a spokeswoman 
for the American Podiatric Medi- 
cal Association, As the joint’s car- 
tilage wears down, it may feel stiff 
or hurt when you walk, 

TREAT IT RIGHT: See a doctor as soon 
as you suspect a problem, says Bob 
Baravarian, co-director of the Uni- 
versity Foot and Ankle Institute in 
Los Angeles, and chief of foot and 
ankle surgery at Santa Monica/ 
UCLA and Orthopedic Hospital. 
At this point, he says, you maybe 
able to control the OA with shoes 
that are long enough and have a 
deep enough toe box to keep your 


big toe from rubbing against the 
side of the shoe. A rigid sole should 
also help, as it prevents your big toe 
from bending and twisting.

At an early stage, exercises help 
you regain range of motion, says 
Hylton B. Menz, editor in chief 
of the Journal of Foot and Ankle 
Research, He recommends plac- 
ing a towel on the floor and put- 


ting your foot on it, keeping your 
heel flush with the towel’s near 
edge. Using your toes, grip the fab- 
ric, moving it slowly toward your 
heel. Repeat five times. Do this 
three times a week until symp- 
toms subside. 

You can also ask your doctor 
about OTC or prescription shoe 
inserts and medication, 

A Bump on the 
Big-Toe Joint 

YOU COULD HAVE: A BUNION 

This bony bump forms at the base 
of the joint and pushes the big toe 
against the others, causing swell- 
ing, soreness or thickening of the 
skin, and limited movement. Your 
genes predispose you to bunions, 
but tight shoes and high heels 
could also be a cause. 

TREAT IT RIGHT: When the big toe 
starts drifting inward, you might be 
able to coax it back to its normal posi- 
tion and keep a bunion from devel- 
oping, Menz suggests sitting down, 
placing your feet side by side, and 
looping a thick elastic band around 
your big toes. Slowly pull your feet 
apart to tighten the elastic. Hold 
for 20 seconds. Repeat 10 times. Do 
three sets a day, every day, to main- 
tain the improvement. If conserva- 
tive measures don’t solve the prob- 
lem, you could be a candidate for 
outpatient bunion surgery. 

Heel Pain 

YOU COULD HAVE: HEEL PAIN SYN- 
DROME 

The cushiony fat pads in your heels 
can lose some of their elasticity 
due to aging or excess weight. The 
result is inflammation and a dull, 
chronic ache in the center of your 
heel, says Menz. 

TREAT IT RIGHT: He suggests wear- 
ing comfy flats and using an OTC 
heel pad or heel cup in your shoe. 
Or try icing, says Baravarian, who 
explains that chilling your heel 
reduces the inflammation that’s 
causing the discomfort. Freeze 
a plastic bottle filled with water, 
place the bottle on the floor, and 
roll your heel and foot over it for 
about 10 minutes a day until the 
discomfort subsides. Catherine win-

The comedian joins 
Bear Grylls on an icy 
adventure to promote 
‘Land of the Lost’ 

NATURE BUFFS I The wilderness 
of northern Sweden, where Will 
Ferrell ate grilled reindeer eye- 
balls with adventurer Bear Grylls, 
seems like a long way to go to pro- 
mote a movie and test-drive a tele- 
vision spin-off. 

But that’s where the two men 
were for 48 hours in early April, 
where the subzero temperatures 
made laughable the idea of spring. 
Their trip is chronicled on an epi- 
sode of the Discovery Channel’s 
“Man vs. Wild” series that debuts 
Tuesday at 10 p,m, 

Ferrell climbs out of a helicop- 
ter by rope (“Mommy!” he shouts), 
is eased down a cliff supported by 
two sticks wedged in ice, trudg- 
es through waist-deep snow on 
makeshift snowshoes of twigs 
and spends a night with Grylls in 
a snow cave. Dinner and breakfast 
the next morning come from the 
head of a reindeer carcass found 
along the way, 

“Nine out of 10 actors would 
not do that,” Ferrell deadpanned 
in an interview, 

Ferrell wasn’t familiar with 
“Man vs. Wild,” probably the 
looniest and most entertaining 
series in the adventurist genre, 
when his manager broached 
the idea. But the comic actor, 
who has run three marathons, 
warmed to the idea. 


“I started watching it and 
thought, 'This could be too crazy 
to say no to,”’ he said. 

All in the name of promotion, 
too: The Discovery episode airs 
three days before Ferrell’s movie 
“Land of the Lost” hits theaters, 
Ferrell plays a scientist who has 
some close encounters with dino- 
saurs in a time warp adventure. 
The “Man vs. Wild” episode is 
part of a wider cross-promotion 
deal between Discovery Commu- 
nications Inc, and the NBC Uni- 
versal Movie studio.

released. Discovery’s “Cash Cab”

Iggy Pop’s eclectic 
new record proves 
his days on the mic 
are far from over 

M U S I C I For a 62-year-old man who 
still can’t seem to keep his shirt 
on, Iggy Pop is sounding awful- 
ly mature on his latest album, 
“Preliminaires.” With his inimi- 
table vocal style and a variety of 
influences, the proto-punk god- 
father survives a few uninspired 
and unnecessary melodramatic 
moments to make a surprisingly 
fresh and eclectic record. 

Two of the best songs, in hal- 
lowed Iggy tradition, are about 
dogs. The first single, “King of the 
Dogs,” is a vampy, brassy account 
of the many benefits of being a 
pooch. Where “King of the Dogs” 
would sound appropriate at a bur- 
lesque show. Pop’s other dog song 
is better suited for a pet funeral. 
“A Machine for Loving” is a mostly 
acoustic dirge. Pop opts to speak 
the lyrics rather than sing and 
manages a rare poignancy as he 
meditates on the preciousness of 
the human- canine bond. 

“Les Feuilles Mortes (Marc’s 
Theme)” is a mellow bossa nova 


dominated by clarinet and Pop’s 
always memorable vocals. He 
hasn’t quite mastered French, but 
since the bulk of the album is in 
English, his imperfect accent is 
more endearing than irritating. 
On “Je Sais Que Tu Sais,” Pop duets 
with a seductive French chanteuse, 
adding an enjoyable Brigitte Bar- 
dot/Serge Gainsbourg playfulness 
to an otherwise somewhat monot- 
onous rock song, as is proven on 
“She’s a Business,” the same song

with only Iggy on vocals. 

But not all of his experiments 
are successful. “Spanish Coast,” 
for example, is a morbid acoustic 
number that never picks up any 
momentum. 

“Preliminaires” is hardly the 
greatest work of Iggy Pop’s career, 
but unless you’ve already made 
your greatest work, it’s unlike- 
ly you’ll be releasing music past 
retirement age. He’s still weird,

Hogan and del Toro 
join forces to put out 
scary summer reading 

BOO K I Just in time for summer — 
and presciently perhaps, for the 
swine flu — comes “The Strain,” 
a sort of “Twilight” for the testos- 
terone set, swapping romance for 
thrills and gore. 

Writer and director Guillermo 
del Toro (“Pan’s Labyrinth”) teams 
with thriller writer Chuck Hogan 
(“The Standoff”) to create a vis- 
ceral page-turner that reimagines 
vampirism as a virus that causes its 
victims’ bodies to mutate — dis- 
gustingly — into buglike creatures.

stomping zombie-style around 
Manhattan and wreaking havoc. 
A disparate team of a rogue CDC 
doctor, a rat catcher and an Eastern 
European pawnshop owner come 
together to try to stop them. 

Unlike Stephen King’s classic 
“The Stand,” another epic battle 
between good and evil involv- 
ing a virus, the book never tran- 
scends genre fiction, and the main 


characters remain staunchly 2-D, 
secondary to the forward-rush- 
ing plot. 

But del Toro and Hogan create 
vivid scenes of a New York where 
something has gone terribly wrong. 
One of the eeriest moments occurs 
at the beginning, when an airplane 
lands safely at JFK Airport. It sud- 
denly goes completely dark, all of 
its shades down, with no commu- 
nication coming from the aircraft 
as handlers puzzle outside it. 

There is humor as well, as when 
a Goth rocker realizes he has 
become a vampire when he takes 
off his makeup and black contact 
lenses and looks the same. 

Del Toro, who has brought 
macabre characters to life in movies 
such as “Pan’s Labyrinth” and “Hell- 
boy,” originally wrote the book as 
an outline for a TV series. It is the 
first in a trilogy, with new volumes 
due out in 2010 and 2011. Horror 
fans in search of a beach read will 
find the action moves swiftly and 
the violence is satisfyingly grue- 
some.

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This Ain’t No Fairy Tale 


Elvis Costello invokes 
bluegrass and Danish 
folklore on a fairly 
muddled new album 

MUSIC I I hope Elvis Costello is 
keeping himself entertained. He 
apparently long ago grew weary 
of the smart, sharp pop-rock that 
initially made his reputation. 

On his latest album, “Secret, 
Profane & Sugarcane,” Costello 
opts for country and bluegrass 
arrangements. Had he set out to 
write a collection of songs with 
this sound in mind, the album 
might have been more success- 
ful. As it is, it is musically cohe- 
sive: The album was recorded in 
a three-day session with producer 
T Bone Burnett, and each track 


boasts the same dobro/fiddle/ 
banjo/mandolin/bass/accordion 
lineup, performed by a number 
of well-regarded country and 
bluegrass musicians. The same 
cannot be said for the song selec- 
tion. Costello offers up a random 
collection of compositions origi- 
nally intended for other projects 
and releases. 

However, the album takes 
a turn for the bizarre with the 
inclusion of four songs written for 
the Danish Royal Opera. These 
tracks very specifically detail 
fairy tale writer Hans Christian 
Andersen’s fixation on 19th-cen- 
tury opera star Jenny Lind, and 
her tour of the U.S. with circus 
magnate P.T. Barnum. It’s an 
interesting tale, but not one that 
has much to do with Appalachian

music. “She Handed Me a Mir- 
ror” is comparatively accessible, 
since unattainable, unrecipro- 
cated love is its immortal theme. 
“Red Cotton,” Costello explains 
as documenting Barnum “read- 
ing an abolitionist pamphlet 
while sewing red-dyed scraps 
of Lind’s garment.” Without that 
context, available on Costello’s 
Web site, the lyrics are incom- 
prehensible. 

“Secret, Profane & Sugarcane” 
isn’t a terrible album, just an 
unnecessary, rather boring one. 
Costello had the right idea when 
he excised these songs from pre- 
vious efforts.
